DATES AND BAG LIMITS 
FOR BIG GAME HAVE 
BEEN ANNOUNCED 


Following the announcement of the 
migratory birds season last week 
comes the dates and bag limits for 
big game in Alberta, which are out- 
lined below: 

Mountain sheep and mountain goat, 
September 1 to October 30, inclusive. 

Deer, moose and caribou, between 
November 1 and December 14, inclus- 
ive, 

Bear between September 1 and June 
14, 

The holder of a special elk license 
may kill one male elk with head of 
eight points or over in the Pembina- 
Brazeau elk reserve only between Oct- 
ober 1 and December 14, inclusive. It 
is provided, however, that elk may be 
taken in that part of the Pembina- 
Brazeau elk reserve lying within the 
Brazeau forest between September 15 
and December 14 inclusive. 

Regulations dealing with hag limits 
for big game provide the following: 
one male mountain sheep. two moun- 
tain goats, one male deer, one male 
moose, one male caribou, one male 
elk with head of eirht points or over, 
one bear of each snecies, provided 
that in certain areas hears may be 
Lilled without further licence or au- 
thority other than this regulation.

Robot Weathermen 


Will Report Approach Of 
Weather In Winter Time 

Tiny robot “weathermen”, floating 
15 miles above the rugged Arctic 
wastes, may tell you when a cold 
wave’s coming this winter. 

The robot—weathermen call it a 
meteorograph — will ride through 
Alaskan skies attached to small bal- 
loons, radioing weather reports to 
ground stations at half-minute inter- 
vals, 

William B. Brawbaugh, assistant 
meteorologist of the United States 
weather bureau, disclosed plans for 
inaugurating the new study. 

He will establish headquarters in 
Fairbanks, where 190 balloons will be 
released for a six months’ investiga- 
tion beginning Sept. 1. 

Each of the gas-filled bags will 
carry aloft a two-pound “mechanical 
brain,” cylinder-shaped and contain- 
ing automatic weather-recording de- 
vices and a two-tube radio transmit- 
ter which will automatically report

Lines Of Longitude Separate Each 
Country’s Possessions In Arctic 
The flights of Soviet airmen in the 
Arctic regions have raised in the 
minds of not a few the question, 
“Who owns the North Pole?” If 
there is any land there at all, it has 
been asked, is it Canada’s by reason 
of the Dominion’s claim, made sev- 
eral years ago, to sovereignty over 
all lands between its Arctic main- 
land border and the top of the world? 
Or does it belong to the United 
States because of Peary's discovery 
of the spot just over 30 years ago? 
Or does it now belong to the U.S.S.R., 
by right of possession and _ settle- 
ment? Boundaries laid down for the 


international partition of the Arctic, |

In point 
of fact, it may be added, the Soviet 
flights have been carried out with 
consent and by arrangement 
with the countries over whose 
spheres they had to fly or on which 
they might have to land. It is two 
years since the U.S.S.R. first asked 
permission for its avaitors to fly over 
Canadian territory. Not only was 
this readily given, but during their 
recent flights they have been sup 
plied with weather reports from Can- 
ada.—Chicago Daily News.
